He arrived late 
last night, and had a conference with Farrow 
and other leading coalitionists. A plan of 
vigorous attack was arranged for to-day, and 
this morning General Longstreet called on the 
president and Secretary Folger. To both he 
urged the removal of the present collector, 
and gave the reasons why the interest of the 
new party @emanded such action. Folger, 
Jong ago converted to this idea, heartily 
indorsed General Longstreet’s position. The 


president concluded that it was best to make ‘ 


the change. He assured General Longstreet 
that the matterwas finally settled, and M). 
Folger seemed so glad that he tried to send in 
to-day the names of the successors. The press 
of business prevented, but he said nothing 
to-morrow could keep the nomination of 
Walter Johnson and Louis Pleasants, 
colored, from going to the _— senate. 
to succeed respectively Clark and Wade. The 
friends of these gentlemen seem to realize 
the position to-night. This result of the con- 
test seems to place the patronage in Georgia at 
the control of the syndicate, and they will 
press every advantage. 

Collins, a Blaine man, must go out of the 
collectorship of Brunswick to give place toC. 
W. Seidell, couiition democrat, Mr. Stephens’s 
secretary. Holden will get the Augusta post- 
office, and Pledger is to be pacified with the 
surveyorship at Atlanta. Some coalition 
democrat will probably succeed Johnson in 
the Columbus post-office. The administra- 
tion has thrown its arms around the new 
party most caressingly. Longstreet, Farrow 
and others ‘will arrange’ plans for 
the coming campaign in Georgia, and what- 
ever aid can be had frem Washington will be 
freely bestowed. 

During the debate on the Dill 
Grant, Senator Brown spoke strongly in its 
favor. He said he claimed General Grant as 
an American soldier, and ex-contederates 
ought not tostund inthe way of bestowing 
this mark of the gratitude ot the nation. 

Mr. Butler said the ex-confederates did not 
eare to be lectured on their auty to be mug- 
nanimous, as they had shown fully as much 
as the republicans. 

Mr. Brown replied he did not presume to 
lecture any one. Some ex-confederates would 
Vote @gainst the bill honestly, as he voted for 
it. Asa question of policy he thought they 
had better vote for it. Grant's ability as a 
general has been variously criticised. The 
best criticism is success. He had conquered 
one of the bravest of al! armies, and 
as he would have voted such honor to Lee 
had the confederacy succeeded, so he would 
vote it to the man who conquered Lee. 
Grant has been honored, like Washing- 
on, with two terms ef the presidency, 
and it is probable that posterity will consider 
him the second man whesaved his country. 

The democrats who voted for the bill were 
Brown, Cail, Jones, Ransom, and Davis of 
West Virginia.

WASHINGTON, February 21.—[Special Cor- 
respondence Cunstitution.J—The bill to es- 
tablish two United States district courts in 
Georgia was introduced by Colonel Hammond 
early in the present session, and he has per- 
severingly suppuried it in the committee and 
among the meiubers of the house. Yesterday 
it came up, the second bill on the calendar, 
Kasson opposed it. Springer and Hulman 
argued against the policy of increasing the 
federal judiciary. 
The cuinmittee had reported favorably on 
the bill. Colonel Hammond yave briefly the 
reasons Wily ts pussuge Was asked. The vo e 
was 143 w 10in favorof the bill. The large 
majority was undoubledly due to the persist- 
ent Jabur of the Georgia congressinan, who 
pledged the Atlanta bar that he would have 
such a bill passed if he possibly could. Texas 
hus turee United States district judges. Flor- 
ida and Tennessee each have two. While an 
active judge might do all the business in 
Georgia, tue interest of the state demands 
O. 
The admiralty practice demands a resident 
judge, as Were are uny Cases where a speedy 
pearing is wecessary. A judge ought two re- 
side im Savannah, and yevif the judge lived 
there frequent occasions would demand his 
resence in Atlanta. 
With only one judge the practice in one 
art of the state or the other would suffer. 
‘There will be no difficulty about the passage 
of the bill in the senate. Whether Judge 
Erskine will have the northern or southern 
district is pet certain.

READJUSTED COAL ESCENCE. 


The Virginia Legislature Gees inte the Election of 
O Deere. 
RicuMonp, February 23.—The general as- 
sembly to-day at 1 o’clock proceeded to carry 
out the joint order for the election of auditor 
of public accounts, railroad commissioner, 
etc. In the senate, Newberry, leader of the 
bolting readjusters, made an effort to filibus- 
ter by moving to adjourn, but failed, the vote 
resulting yeas 16, nays 17. 

8S. Brown Allen, readjuster, the caucus 
nominee for the oftice of auditor, was 
numinated by Riddleberger, and Smith, dem- 
ocrat, nominated Franklin L. Brockett, 
of Alexandria. Newberry bricily addressed 
the senate, denouncing the caucus rule and 
the one-man power, aud nominated John EK. 
Massey, the present incumbent, whom he 
warmly eulogized and defended. 

The joint vote in the two houses resypted: 
Allen 70, Brockett 49, Massey 6. Allen was 
declared duly elected,

. Mr. Harris presented a memorial and report 
of the Memphis cotton exchange upon the 


. danger to the river front of Memphis from the 


encroachments of the Mississippi. 

Mr. George introduced a joint resolution 
authorizing the secretry of war to issue rations 
fur the relief of the laboring classes in the 
district overflowed by the Mississippi river, 
Which was read, as also a telegram from 
Governor Lowry, of Mississippi, urging im- 
mediate measures of relief, representing the 
destruction of property and stock as im- 
mense, and starvation as imminent, as the 
overflowed country comprises the best por- 
ion of Mississippi, and white and blacks are 


, suffering alike. 


Mr. George, as explanatory of the 
magnitude of the disaster, sc'd the 
district inatidated embraces all the Mississip- 
pi delta between Memphis and Vicksburg, 
about one hundred and fifty miles in length 
an forty miles in breadth. This entire area 
was now either water or would be in a short 
time. Four-fifths of its population is com- 
posed of colored laborers who have not the 
means of support during the period for which 
this overflow will necessarily interrupt labor. 

Mr. Ingalls inquired as to the estimated 
number of laborers rendered destitute. 

Mr. George thought it would range from 

fifty to seventy-five thousand. He added 
that the overflows in that section of the Mis- 
sissippi bottoms generally continued from four 
to six weeks, and pending the subsidence of 
water there is a total suspension of labor. He 
had confined his remarks tothe destitution in 
Mississippi. Distress on the western 
banks of tlie river in Arkansas was also yery 
great. 
Mr. Garland spoke of the wide-spread de- 
struction in Arkansas by the overflow as 
absolutely appalling and unprecedented. It 
had swept away the barns, granaries and 
stocks of farmers. He urged prompt action 
n extending relief, though be was not pre- 
pared to say what form the measure of relief 
should take. 

Mr. Hampton explained that the part of 
the valley under water was the most produe 
tive, and the finest cotton growingcountry in 
Mississippi A: that point the water extended 
from the Yazoo hills on oneside, Arkun-as 
Blufts on the other, and ifthe river was as 
high as the dispatches this morning repre- 
sented, there would be !.ardly any tand with- 
inastrip of one hundred and fifty miles in 
width above the overtluw. The destruction 
not only of stock, but of the incoming crop, 
would be so great, in his opinion, that he bad 
no hesitation in suying that the dispatch from 
the governor of Mississippi gave but a faint 
idea of the destitution and starvation that 
would follow. 

Mr. Allison, of Iowa, suggested, that in 
view of the desirableness of prompt action, 
the reference of the subject to the military 
committee who could consult with the secre- 
tary of war upon the provision for issuing 
and transporting rations to points at which 
they are most needed. If the sufferers were 
to be relieved by the United States govern- 
ment, relief could only be extended through 
the secretary of war, and he thought it would 
be fonnd that this relief was demanded not 
only as to the Mississippi valley but those of 
several of its tributaries. 

The suggestion of Mr. Allison being accept- 
able to Alr. George, Was agreed to and refer- 
ence to the military committee ordered. 

The senate then took upthe calendar, and 
bills were passed to authorize the secretary of 
war to sell the military barracks and lands 
upon Which they are located in Savannah, 
and permitting the United States treasurer to 
pay congressional salaries, etc., in contingen- 
ey, such as that which arose in the death of 
Secretary Burch of thesenate. Also the sen- 
ate. bill to amend section 2133 of the revised 
statutes relating to Indian treaties. (It pro- 
hibits any person other than an Indian from 
trading on any Indian reservation without 
license, but specially excepts traders with five 
civilized tribes in the Indian territory.) 

The unfinished business, the Grant retire 
ment bill, was taken up and Mr. Bayard 
moved toamend by substituting therefor a 
provision to pay to every president of the 
United States who shall have served or may 
hereafter serve in said office, who shall have 
retired from the same, a sum annually, dur- 
ing diis life, equal to a one fourth part of the 
}annual presidential salary, but this net to be 
paid in case of asecond presidential term. 

After a long debate Mr. Bayard’s amend- 
ment was rejected—ayes 5; nays 51. 

Anamendment by Mr. Sherman prevailed 
without discussion, muking the propos d re- 
tirement additional to the number authorized 
by law. 

The bill then passed—aves 35, noes 17. 

Messrs. Brown, Call, travis, of Lllinois; 
Davis, of West Virginia, Jones, of 
Florida, and Ransom voted aye with 
the republicans, Otherwise the vote was a 
party one. The bill authorizes the president, 
in recognition of the eminent public ser- 
vices of Ulysses 8S. Grant, 
of the army, to nominate, by aad with the 
advice and consent of the senate, to appoint 
him to the army with the rank and grade of 
general, to be placed on the retired list with 
the pay accordingly. 

Mr. Logan reported back from the military 
columitiee a joint resolution, introduced eur- 
lier in the day by Mr. George, to provide re- 
lief on account of the overtiow of the Missis- 
sipp}, with an amendment in the nature of a 
substitute. 

The joint resolution was at once taken up, 
the substitute adupted, and the same passed 
without debate. 

It appropriate $100,000 to be used by the 
secretary of war in the purchase and distri- 
bution of subsistence stures for the relief of 
the destitute personsin the districts over- 
flowed by ‘he Mississippi and its tributaries, 
and authorizing the secretary to co-operate 
with the authorities of the several states of 
which such district is part, in making the dis- 
bution of the same. 

After an executive session the 
adjourned.

ELOIS'’S DESPERATION. 


MURDERING HIS WIFE UPON THE 
STREET. 


A Discarded Husbenc, Pinding His Wife Pushing a 
Baby Carrisge, Ruches U,on Her and Plunges 


when adrunken and brutal wretch, Victor 
Elois, buried six inches of steel into the body 
of Mrs. Victor Elvis, nee Delia McGrath, 
the woman whom he swore at the altar, 
hardly three months ago, to cherish and pro- 
tect as long as they should live. To relate all 
the facts connected with this cruel and cow- 
ardjy murder, it is necessary to go back to 
the night of December 7, when Elois and 
Delia, swearing eternal love to each other, 
eloped and were made one. The elopement 


was essential, as the bride’s nother objected ¢ 


to the match. 

All went as merry as a marriage bell for the 
first week, but after that Elois returned to the 
habit he had since boyhogd been addicted to, 
that of liquor, and so brutal did he become, 
andso neglectful of his wife, that at the end 
of the second week she was forced to steal 
away from him at night and seek shelter at 
the home of her mother. 

So brutal was his treatment to her during 
that period that he could never get her own 
consent to retarn to him. He tried in every 
way to induce her to change her mind, bat as 
she had learned to fear him, she would never 
consent to live with him. This made him 
morose, and he lived on liquor, frequently 
going days without food passing his lips. 
While in this condition, he would wander 
through the streets in hopes of meeting his 
wife, and failing to find her, would visit the 
house where she was employed. As he was 
not allowed inside, he would hang about the 
place in hopes that she would come out. On 
two or three occasions he met her, and his 
treatment was such, that she was forced to 
make affidavit against him before the recorder. 

Driven to despair, the result of his own 
cruel instincts, ne concluded to leave the city, 
in hopes that the separation would teach him 
to forget her. He paid a visit to his brother 
at Chennier Camanada, where he remained 
until last Friday, when he returned home, 
reaching here Saturday. He had no sooner 
landed than he commenced drinking, and he 
kept it up until yesterday, when he accom- 
plished the bloody work which he had planned 
so Well and exevuted with such fearful results. 
He met Delia on Saturday and abused her in 
so vilea manner that she appeared before 
Judge Davey and made an affidavit against 
him for ass ult and abuse. It was issued for 
his arrest, but as he could not be found the 
officer could not execute it. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday’ Delia, in compary 
with Marie Loretta, lett Mr. Vienne’s resi 
dence with seven children in their care, one 
an infant in a carriage, for the purpose of 
yuing tothe corner of First and Muguazine 
streets, Where they expected to see the pro- 
cession of Rex pass. Delia was pushing the 
curriage in which was the baby. Her com- 
punion was attending to the wants of the 
children, and they had just crossed Washing 
ton street, on Muguazine, antl were in front of 
the residence of J. J. Schmidt, No. 751 Maga- 
zine street, when Elois, in less time than it 
takes to tell it, rushed upon her and struck 
herin the face. and drawing a large dirk 
from a blue scabbard he plunged it into her 
body. He was just in theact of making a 
second lunge at her when she rushed to the 
gate of Mr. Schmidt's residence, and at- 
tempted to avoid his murderous thrusts by 
fleecing inside. 

Elvis followed her in, and was in the act of 
burying his knife fur the second time into his 
bleeding and helpless victin’s body, when 
Annie Daniels, a servant in the employ of 
Mr. Schmidt, rushed between them -nd pre- 
vented the blow. The unfortunate woman 
fell in a crouched position on the steps of the 
house and expired in about eight minutes. 
Her murderer wiped the blood frum his weapon 
and sterted acruss the street. He was imime- 
diately taken «a prisuner by Ofticer Eifert, of 
the seventh precinct, and some citizens, and 
conveyed to the sixth precinct station, where 
he wus locked up on the charge of wilful 
murder. 

The dead woman, almost g blonde, was 
about 25 years of age. Her pale face, made 
mure ghzstly by the bloody splotches around 
and about it, presented a horrible victure, ’ 

Annie Daniels, a servant at 751 Magafine } 
street, said: I was standing at the gate, watch 
ing sume of the family take the curs.

I saw a man rush uptoa woman and strike 
her in the face. He then drew a knife from 
his pocket and plunged itinto her.

The speaker was a well-known up-town 
undertaker, who stood beside a carriage in 
Kensington yesterday and spoke to come 
one inside the vehicle. A streamer of black 

erape tiuttering from the dovr-beil of a neat 
three-story dwelling nearby and a long line 
of carriages, preceded by a hearse, told that 
a funeral was in progress. The first, second 
and = third’ had been filled with 
the near relatives of the deceased, and as 
the fourth up a woman, 
dressed in shabby black and with her face 
closely veiled, came down the steps of the 
house of mourning, and opening the carriage 
door herself, got in and sank back to the far- 
thes The action, quick as it was, 
did not escape the eye of the solemn-faced 
imanstanding on the steps of the dwelling. 
Quietly advancing to the curb-stone, and in 
a voice just loud enough to be heard by the 
person for whom it was intended, he spoke. 
Without a word the unwelcome occupant 
alighted, drew her rusty black shaw! more 
closely about her shoulders and walked slowly 
up the street. 

“That is an annoyance peculiar to Phila- 
celphia,” said the undertaker to a Press re- 
porter who happened to be a witness of the 
episode, ‘‘and is probably more of an institu- 
tion in Kensingtor. than in any other section 
ofthe city. The American custom of expos- 
ing the dead to the gaze of the general public, 
which has been in yogue for more than half 
acentury, has naturally led to abuses, of 
which this is one of the most marked. I refer 
to the attendance of persons at funerals who 
have no possible interest in the deceased, nor 
connected by the most remote tie of blood or 
uiarriage. Not only do they mingle their 
tears with those of the mourners, but they 
actually force themselves into the carriages 
and ride to the cemetery, there to witness 
the final scene with apparently as much 
emotion.as the nearest and dearest relatives.”’ 

‘“BEGULARS’ AND ‘SPAINTERS,”’ 

‘There are very few funerals taking placé 
north of Girard avenue and east of Fourth 
street,’ continued the speaker, as he closed 
the door of another cab, “‘where you will not 
find what we term ‘regulars.’ They are an 
evil tolerated simply because the solemnity of 
ihe occasion prevents such measures being 
taken as would prevent a repetition of the 
annoyance. The ‘fainter,’ to use another 
trade phrase, isa similar nuisance, but not 
seen as frequently as her more ubiquitous 
sister. The ‘fainter’ swoons suddenly while 
looking at the corpse, and is only revived by 
copious draughts of brandy. She usually 
picks outa soft chair to fall upon, and is 
quite expert at assuming a graceful position. 
The precise object of the ‘fainter’ | have 
never thoroughly understood. Whether 
to gain sympathy, or whisky, or 
to display an attitude, is a  ques- 
tion. Oi the two characters, however, the 
‘regular’ is the most familiar and the most 
audacious. At an ordinarily large funeral, 
say of twenty or more carriages, she is seen 
most frequently. The body is laid out in the 
— as a general thing, sometimes a day 
vefore the funeral, and is there viewed by the 
relatives and frieuds. The neighbors usually 
testify the’r esteem for the deceased by calling 
at the house, although they may not be ac 
quainted with the family. In many cases 
this visit is expected, and it is looked upon as 
a slight if it isnot made. English people, 
however, show a decided aversion to having 
any one gaze on their dead, except those 
very near to them, but custom is so arbitrary 
that the residents of any neighborhood, and 
especially in this section of the city, 
would feel insulted, if they were not al- 
lowed to take the last look. As I said before, 
one of the outgrowths of this custom 
is the regular funeral-goer. She reads, be- 
sides her weekly story paper of sensational 
trash, the marriages and deaths in the Ledger. 
She notes carefully all the funerals that are to 
take place within a reasonable distance of her 
home, and appears to have an especial weak- 
ness for interments at the Palmer street bury- 
ing ground. If two funerals occur in the 
same day, one in the morning and one in the 
afternoon, the ‘regular’ is delighted and makes 
a strenuous eftort toattend both. She dresses 
herself early in the morning, and provided 
with a large handkerchief, she repairs to the

house of death. The first thing the ‘‘regular 
does is to make a mental estimate as to whetn- 
er the crape on the door belongs to the under- 
taker ortothe family; to speculate as to 
whether the coffin handles are solid silver or 
piated; to take an inventory of the furniture, 
a carpets and the probable cost of the cof-

‘She examines the quality of the shroud, 
and passes judgment on the profusion or pov- 
erty of the floral offers. Then she makes a 
critical survey of the mourning worn by the 
grief-stricken relatives, and is usually able to 
tell whether it is owned or borrowed, and if 
the latter, it becomes almost a duty to find 
out who the owner is, and how often the 
crape has done duty on _ similar occasions. 
With an experienced ‘regular’ this is an easy 
matter, and these points once settled to her 
satisfaction, she opens the floodgates of her 
ever-ready gricf. She looks on the face of 
the dead and weeps. Ste snivels and sobs, 
aud says, ‘How natural! How very natural! 
Voor, dear man; he just looks as if he was 
asleep,’ and then usually turning to some 
one near, she offers consolation by re- 
marking that ‘it is the prettiest corpse ever 
I see’d in my life. So peaceful and life- 
like.” It makes nota witof difference whether 
the dead man or woman is wasted to skin and 
boue from a lingering disease or not, to the 
‘regular the corpse is always ‘so natural.’ 
She sways to and fro, and exhibits all the 
symptonis of grief, and sobs audibly as the 
clergyman pronounces a eulogy on the noble 
qualities of the deceased, who might have 
been in life a grinding skinflint, or consum- 
mate rogue. Asthecoftin lid is fastened on 
the ‘regular’ dries her tears, and prepares to 
execute a flank movementon the undertaker. 
Her plan is usually to getintoa carriage the 
minute it stops in front of the door as that 
woman did a moment ago. Rather 
than have a disturbance many  under- 
takers permit this, and the ‘regular’ accom- 
plishes her principal object, which 1s to geta 
ride to the cemetery. She has a melancholy. 
mania for getting as close tothe grave as 
possible and crying loud enough to attract 
general attention. Then she goes home in 
the street cars and hurries off to another 
funeral where the same programme is repeat- 
ed. Very often we encounter another class 
of regulars,’ who strive only to 
get a ride to a grave, and where 
their own people are buried. These 
worthies always betray themselves by carry- 
ing a flower-pot, which they vainly try to 
conceal in their shawls. The pot contains 
flowers to be planted on the graves of their 
own dead.”’

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HIGH WATER AND NATIONAL AID. 
The water in the Mississippi river and its 
branches has reached, perhaps, a higher point 
than has been scored since 1832; and the 
damage will be something enormous, especial- 
ly in the rich districts along the lower river. 
This sad condition of affuirs will be utilized 
to demand frem congress an immense appro- 
priation for the purposes of deepening the 
channel and restraining the water within ar- 
tificial banks. One paper has already said that 
congress must furnish the funds, and it em- 
phasizes the demand by setting up 
the word ‘‘must’’ in all the alleged intensity 
of italics. Millions will be demanded and 
possibly obtained. These millions will not 
be taken solely from the pockets of the people 
that live in the great central valley. Such 
people will be taxed no more proportionately 
than will the people who live in towns and 
districts that will lose business by the very 
improvementin question. Take,forexample, 
the railroads of Georgia, and Georgiu’s two 
ports, Savannah and Brunswick. All of 
these will be direct losers if the Mississippi is 
kept. within bounds, and its channel 
from the gull to the head 
of navigation freed of difficulties to 
vessels. Now, we are not objecting to a 
reasonable annual appropriation for the im- 
provement of the Mississippi, but we are 
asking for fair play. This country does not 
consist of the Mississippi river; and in 
this day of railroads the country could get 
along without serious hurt if its channel be- 
came simply a means of conducting surplus 
waters to thea sea. Until ‘recently it 
was not much more. It should, however, be 
made navigable and subject to restraint, but 
in carrying out the work, its importance 
should not be overrated to the extent 
of doing injustice to other rivers 
and other sections. It is no 
more necessary to any state that the channel 
of the Mississippi should be deepened than it 
is to Georgia that the harbors of Savannah 
and Brunswick should be improved and ren- 
dered accessible to the commerce of the 
world. The people along the Altamaha, for 
example, need national aid as much as the 
people along the Ohio or the Missouri. We 
ask simply for justice and fair-play, inas- 
much as the money appropriated to improve 
the Mississippi river will be taken in propor- 
tionate part from the pockets of Georgians 
and Oregonians and Vermonters. The work 
efimprovement should therefore be impar- 
tially extended—to Savannah, to Portland 
and to Lake Champlain, as well as to tiie 
muddy and swaggering central river. Fair 
play in this matter is justice, and the reverse 
would be akin to robbery. 
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“TELEGRAPH'S” 
LACY. 

A discussion with our esteemed contempo- 
rary ot the Macon Telegraph is vs exhilirat- 
ingas a:oon hunt on the Oconee. He isso 
nimble and long-winded—so hard to catch, 
and eo hard to handle when he is caught— 
that the temptation to send a squib into the 
bushes after him, or to cut down a tree in his 
neighborhoud is practically irresistible.

With this idea in view, we en- 
deavored to show yesterday (admitting the 
Telegraph’s remarkable statement in regard 
to the profits of southern farmers on their 
cotton ties to be true) that the McKinley pro- 
position, so far from being in the direction of 
protection, was simply a proposition to rob 
an already impoverished industry in the in- 
terest of a few Pennsylvania manufacturers 
of cotton ties. 

The Telegraph is pleased to hint that our 
humble protest againt the McKinley spolia- 
tion bill is sectionalism. This is no doubt 
true, In a measure, but it is that species of 
sectionalism which is the very essence of pat- 
riotism. We desire to protect our neighbors, 
our fellow-citizens, our readers, our friends— 
whatever our contemporary may term them— 
from the indirect robbery that lies at the bot- 
tom of the McKinley proposition to increase 
the duty on cotton-ties from $14.41 to $53.60, 
We plead guilty to the Spirit of sectionalism 
that would develop and protect home 
ests.

It is always under- 
stood and taken into account by shippers that 
there is a loss of 6 per centnm in weight on 
cotton shipped to European markets. This 
loss occurs by reason of the natural shrinkage 
and the deduction of 4 per etntum and 2 
pounds from each bale—and it is fully made 
up in the difference between New York and 
Liverpool prices, so hatall losses tall direct y 
on the southern planter. This Joss amounts 
to 30 pounds in every bale of five hundred 
pounds. 

We present these facts not only to show our 
estcemed contemporary the true inwardness 
of an amazing fallacy, but for the informa 
tion of our farmers. They are facts that pos- 
sess an interest of their own, apart from the 
attempt of the monopolists to rob the farmers 
of the south of $19 190n every ton of ties used 
in baling their cotton. We would warn our 
esteemed contemporary, in conclusion, tha. 
the species of protection contemplated in the 
McKinley bill is not the protection advocated 
by Calhoun and Henry Clay, or even by 
Horace Greeley. It is robbery to be legalized 
by jobbery.

The next was 
made on Memphis and Charleston, which was 
driven from 93 tu 50. The third was on Richmoud 
and Danville, which was driven frum 245 to 130. 

The Augusia News is 1e>pousible for the state- 
ment that two thou-and shares of Louisville and 
Nashviile were held in Augusta at a loss of $/5a 
share. It is generally understood that a much 
larger amount of Memphis aud Charleston is held 
in that city, with a ‘wiger loss per snare. We think 
ueither of these stocks was held in quantity in At- 
lanta, and there were very few parities in this city 
interested in Kichmond aud Danville. Mr. James 
sold three thousand shares of this stock to Logan &

Itis just as apt to go 
up 100 points to-day asit is to decline 50 points 
further. Indeed the public will be slow te invest 
in a stock that jumps ninety points in a day, and it 
will probably be dealt in lightly until the meting 
of the s‘ockholders, when its actual worth will be 
determined by the showing of the books and the 
declaration of a dividend, 

Altogether the ‘‘fancies’’ have been pretty rough- 
ly handled, but this wili have no effect on their 
earnings and men who have had enough con- 
fidence t» hold tlem at the high figures they have 
commanded, are prubably too stubborn to give 
them up at their present depreciation. 

Whiie we hear of no losses in this neighborhood 
on accountof the fall of the stocks, there is con- 
siderable loss reported from al! quarters in cotton. 
There is no question but that the south has been 
pun‘she¢ severely in the late decline, that the loss 
is mainly with individuals who have operated with 
their spare cash and will not effect any 
busi ness or industrial interesis. It seems that the 
New York bears are convinced that there are 
southeru holders whe have not been shaken out, 
and on yesterday they forced the price toa lower 
point than it has yet reached. It was suggested 
yesterday by a gentleman who is holding on by 
his eyebrows, that he ‘believed New York in- 
tended to turn the bag wrong-side outwards and 
shake it over a ten acre field.”’ In this movement 
the New York bears are assisted by the 
spinners and speculators across the 
waters who still decline to take 
the American cotton at ruling prices In the mean- 
time the receipts continue to be less than one-half 
what they were last year. There is evidence of 
very little cotton left on the plantations and a de- 
creased acreage is assured four next year. The 
confidence in an ultimate rise among 
those who ought to know is — still 
unshaken, but itis quite possible that the bottom 
hus not yet been reached. In the meantime there 
are many southerners ready to buy whenever it is 
thought that the lowest point has been reached. 
Many of these were shaken out by the early decliue, 
while there are fresh recruits who have 
been attracted by the successive tumbles 
of the markets. The old veterans who 
are still holding on in epite of the 
violent agitations of the past few weeks are too 
much engaged in holdiug on to give an opinion 
either way. The motto of this class seems to be

THE FINANCIAL BREAK 


THAT SET THE HABITUES OF WALL 
STREET WILD. 


gne Fali in Southern Stocks, Lead by @ Break in 
the Loursvile a d Nasuvilie In erest—-The 
Causesof the Fiurry [oqu red Into—Fafl- 
ure of the Newcomb. Buchanan Co. 


New Youk, February 21.—[Special dispatch 
to the Enquirer.}—There has not been a nore 
disastrous day on Wall street since the Feb- 
ruary break of a vear ago. The depressed 
feeling nvticed in yesterday's dispatches to 
the Enquirer was intensified this morning 
when operator's read of the disastrous thouds 
in the west, which must have impeded trans- 
portation and worked adversely to business 
interests. There was not a ray of hope fur the 
bulls, and they held their breath as the first 
quotations of the ticker rattled out prices 
Without a fearful rain and sleet sturm added 
to the xluo m. 

The market began to decline at the very 
first, and a young panic was under way in five 
minutes. Shares were pitched overboard by 
the thousand, and the entire list rattied off. 
An especi | drive was made against Louis- 
ville and Nashville, the rumors noticed in 
these dispatches. yesterday being repeated, 
with the addition that Jarge quantities of the 
company’s puper were being offered in the 
gtreet indorsed by a western car trast com- 
pany. Pr sident Baldwin denied the story 
that there were dissensions in the board of 
directors, but it is plain that there is one. 
Baldwin was asked about the company's 
floating debt, and his reply was: 
gaid about it the better,’’ which was all the re- 
ply he would give. The feeling in the street 
is that the stock is justas likely to go much 
lower as tostop. It is plainly under the con- 
trol of those who are manipulating it, and if 
they desire to drop it a dozen points more 
they may do so without opposition. 

Various stories were afloat as to the relation 
of Mr. Newcomb to the Louisville and Nash- 
ville interest. He was not long ago president 
of the concern, and organized the whole sys- 
tem. The failure yesterday at Louisville of 
one of the greatest of the Jarge distillery es- 
Mablishments of the west, with witich his 
Mameand family are connected, prompted 
the story that he is compelled to throw over- 
Ddoard his supposed large holdings in the 
Louisville and Nashville road. Again, it is | 
maid that he has joined hands with Gould to 
rowd down the stock, and that his action in 
doing so is one of the causes of the row in the 
board of directors. Of this row it is said that 
one side charges, among other things, that 
the dividends declared were not fairly earned. 
or that they should have been applied to re- 
ducing the floating debt, and the other taking 
the ground that the condition of the company 
warranted the division.

Presi- 
dent Baldwin, speaking upon the subject to- 
day, said that there was no occasion tu: men- 
tion the amount, as most companies had 
similar indebtedness, and his had ample as- 
gets to meet its obligations of the nature 
mentioned. 
¢ According to the general belief of the street, 
and so far as that belief is corroborated by the 
most careful observers. the events of to-day 
and Mondsy are dueto the manipulations 
of Mr. Gould. He has been regarded as a 
bear upen the stock for several weeks, but 
without making any vigorous assuult upon it 
until nuw.

The amount he could not 
state, as he declined the paper as svon as he 
learned what it was. 
THE CAUSES INQUIRED INTO, 
Louisville Courier-Journal. 


The recent decline in the price of Louisville 
and Nashville causes much comment, thougi 
not much of the stock has been held in Lou- 
isville fur some time. The causes assigned 
have been various. First, the floods inter- 
rupted the traffic on some of the lines. Next 
caine the decision of the Tennessee supreme 
court, though it in no way increased the obli- 
gations of the road. Then came the act of 
the Kentucky legislature, giving the sinking 
fund commissioners the rigit to sell $1,900,000 
at their pleasure. To these causes must be 
added a stringent money market in New 
York, a general lack ot confidence in tie 
price of stocks anda feeling of depression 
concerning the condition of the south. The 
gouthern states are suffering now from the 
effects of the drouth = last sum- 
mer, to which is to be added 
the effects of the loss of speculators by 
the decline in cotton, and new enterprises will 
not fluurish as they have done for some time. 
On the contrary. it is said by the friends of 
the road that its business’ is constantly in- 
creasing, as shown by their mentily and 
weekly returns. For January the increase in 
earnings was considerable, while for February 
the increase has been even more striking; and 
this in spite of the Hoods. Dien, while there 
will bea falling off in the cutlon business, 
this will be compensated for by the incre wed 
amount of gram, food, ete., carrier to the 
sonth. Que gentleman quite famuitar with 
the situation, insists that tue causes ure legiti- 
“mate, and ure due to the mistake which the 
mauagement hasimadein diffusing its basi- 
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its business, and when money is scarce and 
cannut be obtained readily in sufficient quan- 
tities, its bu-iness is brought toastandstili. its 
assets, he was confident, would be frum $750,- 
000 to $1,000,000 in excess of its liabilities, and 
the company would come out of its troubles 
as triumphantly as it did in its former failure 
of afew years ago.

CAUSE OF SOUTHERN FAILURES,

There are some conditions of business in- 
duced by extraurdinary circumstances that 
must be left to cure themselves. No legisla- 
tion can altogether correct them, and nv dis- 
cussion of the morals involved will for the 
time being be suflicient to bring them under 
the ban of opipion in business life. Since 
1865 ulmost everything evailable has been 
used for purely speculative purposes, so much 
yy as tu be gambling rather than any approach 
to jegitimate ventures in healthy conduct of 
business, Stocks have veen watered by huge 
CGuibinatiolis; syndicates have beeh formed 
io corner everything, aud all ollr productions 
and industries have beet handled more in 
reference to the bull and bear side of the 
matters involved than to real values and 
leyitimate demands. These practices long 
pursued juust bring correspondingly disastrous 
results to the parties participating and very 
much unsettle the sound conditions on whici 
the work of the country should proceed in 
the interest of stability and the just protits of 
labor. Tuis mama for speculation has even 
embraced the staple articles of life as well as 
Lhe staple articles of conmmeree. If ours had 
been an old country, overwhelming financial 
d sasturs would lony since have overtaken us, 
but the immense development and expansion 
of our agricultural productions and mining 
Wealth have saved the country us a whole, 
with ali the inipairment that bas been intlict- 
ed, and lefi us to observe the frequent indi- 
vidual wrecks that have come of the methods 
of chese flusi times. At present two promi- 
nent stuples enter into the troubles necessuri- 
ly connected with them, and the very over- 
lozding that brings trouble to producer and 
operator, and ali ussociated enterprise. must 
be chargeable with the evil results. 
Hiow many times the cotton and grain crops 
of the © -untry are sold in what are called 
“operations in futures’? no one can tell. and 
that isthe foundation of the credit system 
that reaches the cultivator oi the soil and 
tuakes him really a speculator in the value of 
his own productions. The cotton crop has 
been inade an uriicle of speculation even be 
fure the seeds ure planted. Supplies are 
bought on a credit, fertilizers are bought on a 
credit, and incidental uses of muney are ac- 
commodated in the same way, and the pay- 
ment of these charges is usually provided tor 
by stipulating to deliver so many pounds of 
cotton. This reckless system must in the end 
dumage all concerned, and may ruin many. 
It is unnatural and unreasonable, and makes 
the prosperity of one of the most important 
sndustries mm the country as uncer- 
ain asthe turn of acard. Lhe large number 
uf tailures repurted in the south can be traced 
to no other cause, and itis so manifest by the 
sad experience of the last year that we bope 
the planter will apply uuto himself a new 
und better rule of business. Diversify crops, 
raise huine supplies, pay cash for what is ub- 
sulutely required, aud when the crops are 
sold that are produced on this basis tie 
money will go into the producer's p -cket. 
We know of no more efiectual way of: re- 
lieving this class and all others eng:ged in 
similar pursuiis from the ruinous influences 
of gambling in futures, so far as working: 
men ware concerned, than to make this radi- 
cal change. As matters stund at present, the 
producers a3 a Class, yy the ordinary methods 
udopted in the conduct of their business, are 
made to feed the very excitement that Is so 
damaging to them ard all immediately con- 
nected. When the farmer makes his arrange- 
ments for his single crop on the hazards of 
the weather, and all the intermediate inter- 
ests tu the bull or bear on ‘Change rest on the 
same unsubstuntial basis. we can see at a 
vlance how a failure to deliver the product in 
the first instance will continue the disaster 
through all the ramifications of this delusive 
and dangerous system of speculutiyn and 
credit.

RAILHOAD DECISION

Of Intereat te the Southera Expreas Company. 


Sr. Lours, February 23.—A decision was 
rendered in the United States court to day in 
the case of the Southern Express Company 
vs. Iron Mountain and Southern Railway. 


Other cases were amalgamated with this, and 
the decision affects nut only the [run Moun- 
tain, butalso the Memphis and Little Rock, 
Vissouri, Kansas and Texas, and in the suit 
of the Adams Express company, Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe, and the Denver and 
Rio Grande railroads. Justice Miller, in his 
opinion, holds that the court of equity can 
vuinpel the railroad companies to pruvide for 
facilities of the eX press business, 
to furnish curs for that pur- 
pose, and to afford equal 
facilities to all express companies actually 
engaged in that business. Only fair and 
reasonable rates shall be charged for carrying 
such matter and theagentin charge of it. 
The rates cannot be tixed in advance by the 
rtilroad company, nor can gollections be 
made atthe end of each journey, but courts 
cun regulate the compensation = for such 
service after it has been performed and the 
railroad companies can be protected by a 
bend to be given by the express company. 
The injunction heretofore granted in the 
chambers is continued in torce.

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COINCIDENT FATALITIES. 


A Strange Siery of the Death of Two Neighbors. 

Pittspcreu, Pa., February 21.—Oneef the 
strangest coincidences that has been recorded 
for a long time culminated last night in Law- 
renceville in the death of two persons. It is 
indeed a sad occurrence, and leaves two wo- 
men widows and four children orphans. Liv- 
ing on Charlotte street, one door above Thirty- 
fourth streei, in a two-story dwelling-louse, 
were two families, one named Stulzer, the 
other Balzer. The first named lived in the 
dewn sfairs apartments with his wite and 
two children. He was a very stout, 
able-bodied man, thirty years old, and 
wotked at Carnegie’s mill as a rougher. 
The latter occupied the upstairs apartments 
with his wite and child. He was thirty vears 
of age, and also worked at Carnegie’s will as 
ahelper. Last night Henry Balzer went to 
work in his usual health and spirits, little 
dreaming that a sudden death was awaiting 
him. The mill is lighted by means of elec- 
tricity, and the wires conveying tbe current 
sometimes are an object of curiosity to the 
workmen. Abvut midnight Balzer placed his 
hands on some of the wires as an experiment, 
and, it seems, received the full force of the 
current, which passed through him and killed 
him instantly. The exact manner of his 
death is not known, but it is thought he 
merely wanted to ‘‘shuck’’ himself. and 
was ignorant of the force of the

A Weman Whe Never Wore « Silk Hat or a Kid 
Gleve. 
Cin innati C .mmerciul. 

The most remarkable funeral probably ever 
witnessed in New Orleans took place there on 
Saturday, February 11. It was the occasion 
of the burial of Mrs. Margaret Haughery, ‘‘a 
woman who never wore a silk hat or a kid 
glove.’”’ But no woman in the whole south 
was better known than she. The announce: 
mentin the New Oricans papers of ber death 
and burial are headed simply ‘Margaret, 
yet every inhabitant of that locality and 
every river man on the lower Alississipyi 
knew who was meant. 

Marguret’s pall-ebearers were the governor uf 
louisiana. ex-Governor Nicholls, the mayo: 
of New Orleans, the editor of the Picayune, 
representing the press of tie city, and some 
of the most prominent merchants and bank- 
ers of New Orleans, A:nong those who gathi- 
t¢red todo her tiunor were Generals Beaure- 
gard, Ogden and Meyer. and others of the 
most distinguished men of Louisiana. The 
funeral was attended by a concourse of peo- 
ple that could scarcely be numbered they 
were so many. The archbishop of the dio- 
cese conducted the services. 

Following the carriage of the paH-bearers 
were the children of eleven orphan asyluins, 
white and coloured, Catholic and Protes:ant. 
These belonged to the city and immediate vi- 
cinity. Fo.lowing them were representatives 
of other asylumnins and public charities, who 
had come tu add their blessings and respect 
to the memory of Murguaret. trom the church 
to the cernctery, where they buried her, the 
streets and sidewalks were thronged with 
meurners, men, Women and children, In the 
protession were the members of one of the 
ity fire companies, in citizens’ dress. the 
Mississippi No. 2. The dead woman had been 
an honorary member of this company. 

Wherever the cvriege passed alone the 
stre¢ ts, at its approach men stopped their hur- 
ried walk and steod with uncovered heads 
tillit passed, as though this bad been the 
burial of a king, ora person of world-wide 
renown. At the church the Howard associa- 
tion of the city, with its president ut the head, 
joined the prucession formally and followed 
it to the grave. A notewurthy and touching 
incident occured on the way tu the cemetery. 
The cortege passed the New Orleans stock ex- 
change at noon, just after the members had 
aszeuibled, aud the call was progressing. On 
the instant the members suspended proceed- 
Ings, left their rvom aud came duwn to the 
sidewalk. They stood there reverently, with 
bured brows, tili the remains of Margaret bad 
passed by. This was a name which had power 
lor a time even the Babel cries of 
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trade. 
Wio wasshe? A plain, humbie wo man 
who had been guud tu the little children of 


Her history, as told by the steamboatman, 
is an unusual und romantic one. Years and 
years ago, it is said, she Was a Woman Cathwolic 
sisier of charity. During her benevolent 
ministrations she attended thruugh his last 
illness a gentieman whe became much inter- 
ested in nervand her work. There seems a

in ion of a small preperty. — 

It was then that the wurk of her life began.

As one acquainted 
with the plan said; “She gave them a roll 
and a cup: f coffee fur 5 cen's, to keep them 
froip spending a quar’er fur whisky, and they 
took the roii and coffee and then spent 20 
cents for whisky all the same.” 

She worked very hard with her hands her- 
self, for sue was only an humble, uneducated 
woman. But under the labors of these hard 
hands, ber business prospered mightily. She 
bad a shrewd head, audin time might have 
become one of the richest women in New ¢ r- 
leans, had she chusen to amass wealth. But 
she used her money for goud, as svon as she 
got it. Fustas it came-in, even so freely it 
tiowed out for the guod of jittle children. She 
founded and supported three orphan asylums. 
The money she left maintains them sull, and 
will continue to do so long after the brave 
hands that earned the wealth have turned to 
dust. «me of her beloved orphans became 
her adopted son and fizally her partner In 
business. Her work will still go on, just 
where she laid it down, and money will stll 
flow from it to the numberless nubile charities 
she established or aided. The same papers 
that notice ber funeral, contain the an- 
nouncement that the business of the firm of 
‘Margaret Haughery & Co.’ will not be sus- 
pended by her death, but will continue as 
Leretofore. 

No estimate seems to have been madeof the 
amount of her aid. to orphan asylums and 
other charities, but it appears to have mount- 
ed up into the hundred thousands, all made 
by berown work. Although a Roman Cath- 
olic, she made no thevlogical discriminations 
when she helped the unfortunate. The little 
ones of the Protestant orphans’ home, as well 
as Catholic, followed ber honored remains to 
the grave. One account says: 

The ladies of every denomination assem- 
bled by thousands, thus proving that rarely, 
if ever, was such a general outpouring of re- 
spect and true sorrow evinced in any commu- 
nity at the death of a humble individu.l, as 
was shown on Saturday.” 

No more beautiful, touching story of a 
plain working woman’s life has ever been 
told than this.
